“And it was my mother’s wish 
just before shé died that I be- 
come a policeman sometime,” add- 
ed the newest member of the Up- 
land police department. He re- 
sides with his wife and a daugh- 
ter and son at 367 West street. 


Prior to joining the local force, 
Mr. McCarty worked in Pasadena. 

December 7 does not mean only 
the Pearl Harbor attack. On 
that date in 1941 he became a 
deputy sheriff in the sheriff’s aux- 
iliary at South Gate. On Decem- 
ber 7, 1942, he went on active 
duty as an Upland policeman. 


“I have done many things, but 
I can truthfully say I enjoy be- 
ing a policeman better than any- 
thing else,” declared the officer. 
“In addition, I realize that some- 
body must be a policeman. 


“Each person I approach acts 
differently and we have to be 
ready to respond to meet the sit- 
uation. Most people appreciate 
being cautioned about their man- 
ner of driving. I believe some of 
my best friends are among the 
persons I have had to deal with 
officially.”
